1 . Claims 3, 4 and 8 tlirougli 10 are pending. Claim 7 has been canceled. Claims 
8 through 10 have been newly added. Applicant's claim to foreign priority from 
application Japan 2003-121103 filed April 25, 2003 is acknowledged. Applicant's 
amendments, arguments, and Rule 1.132 Declaration filed April 9, 2009 have been 
entered and carefully considered. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. With regard to the prior rejection to claim 7 under 35 U.S.C 103(a), Applicants 
have canceled claim 7 outright. Therefore, the rejection of claim 7 as obvious over 
Nomora et al. in further view of Stahl is hereby withdrawn. 

3. Newly added claims 8 through 10 are fully supported by the specification, 
comprise no new subject matter and are free of the prior art. The sodium and 
potassium salts formed by use of the invention have both calorimetric and morphologic 
uniqueness in addition to their improved stability. See the Rule 132 Declaration of 
Takahashi. 

4. The claimed invention is neither anticipated by, nor obvious over, the prior art.
